Defendant has filed a notice that in addition tos 
general defence he would plead, when the enit 
was heard. set off to the extent of 890 being the 
value of 1,500 lbs, of blue tacks delivered in orror 
to plaintiff, who wrongfully oonvorted them to 
‘Luis own uso, Tha plaintiff in fact claim upon 
two contracts, which may be called, for conven- 
ience of reference, the screw coutracts, and 
@ofendant claims upon two contracts which 
muy be called, for the convenience of ro- 
ference, the vail contracts, It is admitted 
thet plaintiff hes paid for the goods on the 
screw contracts, but on the nail contracts do- 
fendant olsima for over-delivery, and has, re- 
fused dalivary of a part of the goods on the 
sore contracts, It seems qaite clear that plain- 
tiff, on bis claim alone, apart from the other con- 
tract, is ontitled to judgment. As to the counter 
claim, what touk place waa thia.:— Plaintiff from 
time to time during the present year took de- 
livery. of goods under the nail contracts, Tt is 
iu respect of delivery takea in October from 
Mesara. Jardine, Vathoson and Co.’s godownts 
or paride that the counter clain is made. Plain- 
tiff was to take dalivery 1 f four casks containing: 
2,060 bs. of naila. Defondant aaysdelivery of four 
casks containing 8,500 Ibs. was taken.

THE NUMBER OF THE STARS. > 
Somo astronomers have devoted apeaial 
eattonfion to counting the numbor af atars 
which may bo seon with the naked oye, and 
the result. bas -béen that, even to porgons 
giftud with more than ordinary powers of 
vision, there are not so many ns 4,000 stars 
“ent any time visible above the horizon, But a 
very different result ptesonte ileclf when the 
heavens aro surveyed through a telescope. 
Countioas unmbers of stars then come into 
view which were provioualy invisible, aad tha 
more powerful the telescope axed the groater, 
the number of stars revealed to observation, 
until finally the conelosion ia arrived at that 
the number of stars visible in.the heavena is 
limited-only by the optical capacity of the 
itaten ment which the observer may employ 
tn his survey. A familtir illustiation of this 
is furnished by the well-known group of 
‘etara known ng the Pleindes, Siarveyvd with 
the naked oye, this iutoresting object i¢ seen 
fo consist of only some six or seven satura; but 
when observed With wn ordinary opera glass 
the entire feld of view is filled with 9 beau- 
tiful congeries of distinct store. The great 
« agirontmery Sir William Herschel, ‘whe fir 
aurpassed ether astronomers in the profundi- 
ty of hia explorations of the stellar heavena, 
has left upon record some striking reaults of 
hig observations illustrative of the immense 
muhitude of. stars which a powerful teles- 
cope is capable of revealing. Tt may be 
proper to remarl? that when the stare are 
aurveved even With a teloscope of modorate 
cupacity ‘they are seen travelling in quink ane- 
cesginn through the field of view of the 
inslrument, an optical iNusion attributable 
to the diurnal revolution of the. earth upon 
its axis, Herschel, while engaged in survey- 
ing seine regions. of the Milky Way, found 
that in the-abort interval of a quarter of an 
hour ag many as “116,000 stars paeacd 
through “the theld of bie telescope, On 
‘another occasion he estimated that in forty- 
one minutes there passed in review before 
ia the immense namber of 258,000 stars,—
